it is by them reporred to be Nothing but the Car- 
cafes of little Flies,not much unlike the Infect cali'd 
a Lady.bird, which breed upon the Leaves of the 
Prickly Indian Fig-tree, and when they have attain- 
ed to full Maturity, are fmorhered by che Fumes ef 
Herbs, or Seraw burnt under them, and fall- 
ing down on Canvas Sheets, are dryd by Vertue 
of a Conttant Sun-thine; and the Wings rub’d off in 
Gathering, leave the Body round and fhrivel’d, in 
the Form and Bulk we have our Cochinele in, 

The Merchants cell ns,there are four Sorts there- 
of, As sft, ‘Tuskaliobe, which ts of a black dull 
Colour, but the Longelt Grain. a2dly. Mafteko, 
which is a grey Sort, and the Meaneft of ail 
the Kinds, 3dly. Golbaca, in Colour between both, 
of the fame fize, bur much Excelling in Goodnefs, 
athly. Tlaxcala, Or Rofeta, which is the Reddeftin 
fhow, and the Richeft of all in ule; Bur all thefe 
Sorts make up one Commodity, for the Merchanis 
mingle them together, and fell them promilcuouily 
for rhe Beft Kind. 

Ir is Called Cochinele, by the Spaniards, as a Di- 
minative from che Ceccus of the Ancients, i. e. Coc- 
‘us Baphicus, or Infeitorius, which we now call 
Kermes, {rom whence that Precious Juice A/kermes
